New York City, New York, which, of course, is the headquarters of 
the Communist Party, There is, nothing to indicate that this George 
Weissman has been deTinitely identified with the subject. Further- 
more, an examination of Special Agent White’s report, on which 
apparently your recoamendation for the prep^ation of a Security 
Index card was predicated, does not reveal that any of uhe informants 
in yoTir office have been contacted to ascertain if they can 
definitely establish subject’s membership in the Communist Party 
and, at the same time, definitely state that' he has participated in 
the affairs of that group, 

, In view of this, the Bureau is not authorizing the 
preparation of a Security Index card at "ihis time. Instead, it
